The End Came at 7 :8 0 O'clock 
Last Ev ening:. 


SITUATION IS

Gov ern or Goebel died this ev en in g 
at 7 130 
o’clock, 
after 
sin kin g 
steadily all aftern oon . 
His brother, Ju stu s, from A ri­ 
zon a, arriv ed at his bedside a few 
min u tes too late to see him aliv e. 
H e en tered the chamber to fin d 
his brother, Arthu r, an d his sister, 
Mrs. Brau n aker, of Ohio, kn eelin g 
at the bedside, the gov ern or hav ­ 
in g ju st passed away . 
The three sorrow-stricken on es 
remain ed alon e with their dead for 
a few min u tes an d then Dr. Hu me 
was called^ an d the an n ou n cemen t 
of the en d was made to the w ait­ 
in g pu blic. 
W hen it was an n ou n ced, at 7 
o’clock ton ight, that Goebel cou ld 
n ot liv e an hou r, the lobby an d 
halls of the hotel 
qu ickly filled 
with desperate lookin g men . 
The 
word, “ Goebel is dy in g,” seemed 
to trav el by magic, an d in a short 
time the streets abou t the hotel 
were swarmin g with men . 
Arm ed soldiers stood across the 
street an d in the halls an d on the 
stairway s 
leadin g 
to 
Goebel’s 
room, as if to prev en t ‘an y ov ert 
act amon g his sy mpathizers. 
The feelin g that has ru n so high 
for sev eral day s is in ten sified by 
Goebel’s death, an d n o man can 
say w hat fu rther tragic ev en ts may 
be precipitated by some u n fortu ­ 
n ate in ciden t. 
Ju dge Williams, of the circu it 
cou rt, has issu ed a writ of habeas 
corpu s for Alon zo W alker, held a 
prison er in the state hou se. 
State 
troops prev en ted serv ice of the 
writ. 
Ju dge Williams an n ou n ces that 


he will order the sheriff of F ran k­ 
lin cou n ty to take possession of the 
state hou se on Mon day , by force, 
if n ecessary . 
Gov ern or Tay lor, in an in ter­

A t an y rate. Field stru ck Bon d 
a powerfu l blow, makin g a g-tsh 
abou t three-qu arters of an in ch 
abov e the left ey e an d produ cin g a 
fractu re of the ou ter table of the 
sku ll. 
Mr. Bon d fell as if shot, strikin g 
the pav emen t with the back of his 
head, an d Field at on ce proceeded 
to make himself scarce. 
The in ju red man . u n con sciou s,
